No. 6/9/82-CSl 1).—The Rules lor a competitive examina¬ 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
1982 for the purpose of filling vacancies in the following 
Sei'vices/posts arc published for general information :— 

(i) Grade IV (Assistants) of general Cadre of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B). 

(ii) Assistants' Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat 
Seivicc, 

(iii) Assistants' Grade of the Central Secretariat Ser¬ 
vice. 

(iv) Assistants’ Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service; and 

(v) Posts of Assistant in other departments/organisa- 
■ tions and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the I.F.S. (B) Railway 
Board Secretariat Service/Central Secretariat Ser- 

vice/Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service, 

1. A candidate may compete in respect of any one or 
more of the Service/posts mentioned above. 

2 . The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice Board issued 
by the Commission. Reservations will be made for candi¬ 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order 1950; the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order, 


1951, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Terri¬ 
tories) Order 1951 (as amended by the Scheduled Castes 
unu S.-hcdu'ed Tribes Lists) (Modification) Order, 195b, the 
Bombay reorganisation Act, 1960, the Punjab Reorganisa¬ 
tion Act, 1966, the State ot Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 
tae Noil,. Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act 1971 and the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Oiders (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1976) the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) 
Scheduled Castes Order 1956, the Constitution (Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959 as amend¬ 
ed by the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
rAmendment) Act, 1976, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Havcli) Scheduled Castes Ordei, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra 
and Nagar Havcli) Scheduled Tribes, Order, 1962, the Cons¬ 
titution (Pondichciry) Scheduled Castes, Order, 1964, the

3. The examination will be conducted by (he Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to these Rules, 

The datds on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4 . A candidate must be cither : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
Ihj 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per¬ 
manently settling in India, or 
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(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, Hast African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia and Vietnam with the 
intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c), 

(d) and (c) above shall be a person in whose favour a cer¬ 
tificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is neces¬ 
sary may be admitted to the examination but the offer of 
appointment may be given only after the necessary eligibility 
certificate has been issued to him by the Government of 
India. 

5. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe shall be permitted more than three at¬ 
tempts at the examination. The restriction is effective from 
the examination held in 1962. 

Note I.—Foi the purpose of this uile, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have made an attempt at the examination once 
for all the Services/posts covered by the examination, if he 
competes for any one or more of the Services/posts. 

Note 2.—-A candidate shall be deemed fo have made an 
attempt at the examination if he actually appears in any one 
or more subjects. 

Note 3.—Notwithstanding the discmalificalion/cancellation, 
the fact of appearance of the candidate at the examination 
will count as an attempt. 

6. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age ot 20 years and must not have attained the age of 
25 years on the 1st January, 1982 i.e., he must have been 
born not earlier than 2nd January, 1957 and not later than 
1st January, 1962. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxable upto the age 
of 30 years in respect of I.DCs/LDCs/Stenographers Grade 
D with not less than 3 years continuous and regular service 
on 1st January, 1982 in the various Departments/Offices 
of the Government of India including those under the Union 
Tcmtones Administrations or in the Office of the F'cction 
Commission and the Central Vigilance Commissioner in the 
Lok Sabha 'Rajya Sabha Secretariat. 

Candidates holding posts, which are not designated as 
J.DC/UDC/Stenographers Grade D will not be eligible for 
ago relaxation under this sub-rule, even though the posts held 
by them are in identical pay scale. 

(C) The upper age limit prescribed above will be further 
■elaxable:— 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe. 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person, from erstwhile East 
Pakistan (Now Bangla Desh) and had migrated 
to Tndia during the period 1st January 1964 and 
25th March, 1971, 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from erst¬ 
while Fast Pakistan (now Bangla Desh) and had 
migrated to India during the period between 1st 
January, 1964 and 25th March, 1971;

tx) up to a maximum oi three years in the case oi 
defence Services peisonnel, uisabied m operations 
uunng hostilities with any foicign country or in a 
disturbed area and released as a consequence thcreol; 

ixi) up to a maximum oi eight yeais in the case of 
uelence Service personnel, disabled in operations 
duung hostilities with any loieign countiy in a dis¬ 
turbed area, and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes; 

(xu) up to a maximum oi three years if a candidate is 
a bona lide repatriate ot Indian origin (Indian 
Passport bolder) from Vietnam as also a candidate 
holdjpg emergency certificate issued to him by the 
Indian Hmbassy in Vietnam and who arrived in 
India from Vietnam not eailier than July, 1975; 

(xni) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Castes or a Scheduled Tribes 
and is also a bona fide repatriate or a prospective 
repatriate of Indian origin (Indian passport holder) 
as also a candidate holding emergency certificate 
issued lo hinr by the Indian Embassy in Vietnam and 
who anived in India from Vietnam not earlier than 
July 1975; 

(xiv) up to a maximum of five years in case of ex-service¬ 
men and Commissioned Officers including ECOs/ 
SSCOs who have rendered at least five years Military 
Service and have been released on completion of 
assignment (including those whose assignment is 
due to be completed within six months) otherwise 
than by way of dismissal or discharge on account 
of misconduct or inefficiency, or on account of 
Physical disability attributable to Military Service Or 
on invaiidment; 

(xv) up lo a maximum of ten years in case of ex-service- 
men and Commissioned Officers including ECOs/ 
SSCOs who have rendered at least five years Military 
Service and have been released on completion of 
assignment (including those whose assignment is 
due (o be completed within six months) otherwise 
than by way of dismissal or discharge on account 
of misconduct or inefficiency, or on account of 
Physical disability attributable to Military Service or 
on invaiidment; who belong to the Scheduled Cates 
or (he Scheduled Tribes. 

(xvi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a honu fide displaced person from erstwhile West 
Pakistan and had migrated to India during tho period 
between 1st January, 1971 and 31st March, 1973; 

(xvii) up to a muximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs lo a Scheduled Caste oi a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from erst¬ 
while West Pakistan and had migrated to India 
during the period between 1st January, 1971 and 
31st March, 1973. 
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SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS PRES¬ 
CRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

Note;—The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under Rule 6(b) shall he cancelled 
it after submitting his application he resigns liom suvicc 01 
iiis sei vices arc terminated by his Department eitner bcioio or 
alter taking the examination. He will, however continue to 
he chgihie, il he is retienched rrom the Service or post altei 
submitting his application.

7. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the Universi¬ 
ties incorporated by an Act of the Central 01 State i cgisiatuie 
in India or other educational institution established by an 
Act ot Parliament or declared to be deemed as a University 
under Section 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 
ry.m 01 possess an equivalent qualification. 

Noie 1.—Candidates possessing professional and technical 
qualifications which are recognised by Government as equa- 
valent to professional and technical degrees will also be eligi¬ 
ble tor admission to the examination, 

Note 11.—Candidates who have appeared at an examina¬ 
tion the passing of which would render them educationally 
qualified tor the Commissions examination but have not been 
informed ol the result as also the candidates who upended 
to appear at such a qualifying examination will NOT be 
eligible ior admission to the Commission’s examination. 

Note HI.—In exceptional cases, the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate who has not any ol the 
above qualifications, as educationally qualified provided that 
he has passed an examination conducted by other institutions, 
the standard of which in the opinion of the Commission, 
justifies his admission to the examination. 

8. All candidates in Government scivice whether ,n a 
permanent or in temporary capacity or as workchaiged emp¬ 
loyees, other than casual or daily lated employees, or those 
serving under Public Enterprises, will be required to submu 
an undertaking that they have informed in writing their Head 
of Office/Department that they have applied for the Exami¬ 
nation. 

Candidates should note that in case a communication is 
received from their employer by the Commission withholding 
permission to the candidates applying for/appearing at the 
examination, their application shall be rejected/candidatme 
shall be cancelled. 

9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate of admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

10. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un¬ 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission 

11. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 3 of 
the Commission’s Notice. 

12. A candidate who is or has been declared bv the 
Commission to be guilty of— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature bv any means, 

or 

fii) impersonating, or 

(iiil procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(_iv) submitting fabricated document or documents which 
have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other iiregular or Impioper mean-, 
in connection with his candidature for the examina¬ 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination; oi 

(viii) writing irrelevant matter, including obscene language 
or pornographic matter, in the script (s); or 

(ixl misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall; or 


(x) haiassing oi doing bodily haim to the staff employed 
by the C ommission foi the conduct of their exami¬ 
nations; or 

(xi) violating any of the instructions issued to candidates 
along with their Admission Certificate permitting 
them to take the examination; or 

(xii) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet¬ 
ting the commission oi all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses. 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal prose¬ 
cution, be liable— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission fiom the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate; or 

(bj to be debaned, cither permanently or for a speci¬ 
fied period— 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or selec¬ 
tion held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employment 
under the,m; and 

(c) if he is already in service undei Government, to 
disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

Provided that no penalty under this rule shall be imposed 
except aftei—• 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of making such 
l epresentation in writmg as he may wish to make 
in that behali; and 

(iij taking the repiescnlation, it any, submitted by the 
candidate, within the period allowed to him, into 
consideration. 

13. Alter the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by 
the aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and 
in that order so many candidates as are found, by the 
Commission to be qualified by the examination shall be 
leeommended foi appointment up to Ibe number of un- 
lescrved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination; 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
t astes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number 
of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tubes cannot be Tilled on the basis of the general 
standard, be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standaid to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for appointment to 
ihc Services/posts, ii respective of their ranks in the order 
of merit at the examination. 

14. The form, and mannei of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their disciction, anj the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

15. Subject to other provisions contained in these rules, 
due consideration will be given, at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the pre¬ 
ference expressed by a candidate ior various Serviccs/posts 
in the detailed application form which will be supplied to 
him by the Commission if he is dcelaicd finally qualified 
on the result of the examination. 

16. Appointments will he made on probation for a period 
ol two yeais. The peiiod of piobation may be extended, if 
considered necessary. 

17. Candidates will he requited to pass a test in type¬ 
writing at a minimum speed oi 30 words per minute in 
English or 25 woids per minute in Hindi within a period 
of two yeuis Horn the date of appointment to the Assis¬ 
tants’ Grade. In the event of tbeii failtne to pass the test 
within the prescribed peiiod they shall not be entitled to 
diaw any fuither increments in the Assistants’ Grade Until 
(hey pass such test or ale exempted from this requirement 
under a special or general ordei; and on passing or being 
i \i_mpfed fiom the test, their pay shall be refixed as if their 
i.vriementx had not been withheld, but no atreais of pav 
'hall be allowed foi the peiiod the increments had been 
withheld. 
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18. No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or. 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has enteted into ot 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eli¬ 
gible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may if satislied that 
such marriage is permissible undei the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the othei paity to the mariiagc 
and there are other grounds lor so doing, exempt any peison 
from the operation of this rule. 

19. A candidate must be in good mental and Ixidily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of 
the Service. A candidate, who attei such medical examination, 
as may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found 
not to satisfy these lequiiements will not be appointed. Only 
such candidates as are likely to considered for appointment 
will be medically examined. 

20. Success at the examination confers no i ight to appoint¬ 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary that the candidate having 
regard to his character and antecedents is suitable in all 
respects for appointment to the Sei vice/post. 

21. Conditions of Service foi Assistants in the Indian 
Foreign Service (0), the Railway Hoard Secretariat Scivicc, 
the Central Secretariat Service, and the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Civil Service arc bi iefly stated in Appendix IT.

2. Persons recruited direct to Grade TV of the General 
Cadre of tile Indian Fotcign Service (B) will be on piohution 
for a period of two years during which they will undergo such 
training and pass such tests as may be prescribed by Govern¬ 
ment, Failure to show sufficient progress in the course of 
training or to pass the tests may lcsult in the dischaige ot the 
probationer from service. 

3. On conclusion of the period of probation, the Govern¬ 
ment may confirm the probationer in his appointment or, if 
his work or conduct has in the opinion of Government, hecn 
unsatisfactory he may either be discharged from the service 
or his period of probation may be extended for such fm thcr 
period as Government may think fit.
